Finances Good 
Although the fa ir association had 
only $129.62 on hand a t the end of 
the first year, the guarantors are well- 
pleased w ith the financial situation, 
according to expressions voiced a t the 
m eeting. 
T hirteen 
new 
buildings 
were erected and wired at A rendts­ 
ville park for last y ear’s show a t a 
a cost o f $4,72:U0. 
To help pay for 
this expense, notes of the gu aran to rs 
in the sum of $3,500, were discounted, 
the balance, $1,223.30, being paid from 
operating revenue of the fair. 
A fter the finance com m ittee, com­ 
prised of President Knouse, A. D. 
Sheely and S. A. Skinner, had p re­ 
sented the statem ent of assets and 
liabilities, it w as decided to place a 
copy of the statem ent in the hands of 
every guarantor. 
SeptemlK*r 13, 14 and 15 were fixed 
as the dates for the 1927 exposition, 
and im m ediately the guaran to rs gave 
suggestion* 
tow ard 
m aking

year's exhibit “bigger and b e tte r than 
ever.” 
It was suggested th a t pre­
